They are undoubtedly very valu­ 
able drugs but they are also un­ 
doubtedly 
very 
d./iycrous 
drvtt-s 
and have decidedly toxic effects. 
We do not know, by any means, 
all about what effects they have 
when 
contaminated 
with 
other 
substances. 
We had hardly gotten over the 
shock of the deaths which were 
caused 
by a form of elixir of sul­ 
fanilamide when. on March 28, we 
were told by the press and over 
the 
radio 
that 
a considerable 
amount of sutlathiazole had been 
contaminated 
with luminal bv a 
well-known drug firm. 
Tills latter 
incident apparently has not caused 
any deaths. 
But the idea of putting a drug 
of this kind, which 
causes skin 
eruptions and many other serious 
complications, in candy is an ex­ 
tremely bad practice. 
The Federal 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration 
has listed a number of drugs that 
are dangerous if consumed other 
than on expert advice and under 
constant 
supervision. 
Certainly 
this recommendation should deter 


anybody from putting these drugs 
In candy.

or been accorded, a 
dominating position In the tangled affairs of the 
continent 
Most folk seem to have taken it for 
granted that Europe tv predestined to come under 
the guardianship of either Hie fuehrer or the Anglo- 
American brotherhood. 
It seems passing queer that tile prophets should 
ignore Russia as potential boss of a good part of 
the old world—provided the Axis is beaten. 
Perhaps they are avoiding a mighty delicate is­ 
sue purposely, and thus column may be rushing in 
where angels would find tough going 
Still, the great 
; strt ngth being disclosed by the Bolshevists, as the 
i fiercest and most bloody battle of history rages from 
jttie Baltic to the Black sea. certainly* gives pause 
I for thought. 
It seems to me that its difficult to escape this 
conclusion: 
If the Allies are victorious in this war, it isn’t at 
all unlikely that the Muscovites will emerge as the

enough.
